York have a population of but seventeen mill- 
ions. There.is no place in the country which 
can be reached with as much comfort, with as 
little travel, and by as many people as Chi- 
cago. 

That decision once made, and Chicago hav- 
ing accepted the duties devolved on it by the 
Nation, those who at the outset favored other 
cities should have acquiesced in the verdict 
and worked loyally for the success of a 
National undertaking.

| STORM PREDICTIONS. 

The Signal Service was utterly at fault in ite 
weather indications for the last Sunday in 
January. The storm of snow and sleet that 
passed over the Northern Atlantic States was 
one of the most severe on record. It left the 
City of New York electrically deaf, dumb, and 
blind, the telegraph and telephone systems 
being completely disabled, while the electric 
light currents were shut off as a prudential 
measure. But the Signal Service was only 
consistent with itself in failing to give a pre- 
It is an institution 
that succeeds beautifully in giving warnings 
of the approach of slight changes in the read- 
ing of the barometer and an increase or de- 
crease of a few degrees in the tempera- 
ture, while the alactrity with which the 
clerk of the weather responds to its predic- 
taon of “light rains” has long since become 
proverbial. But when it comes to a big 
storm, something that furnishes news for a 
continent and intense discomfort or great 
loss to the dwellers on an important part of 
the continental area, the weather prophet at 
Washington . suggests the taunting of the 
priests of Baal by Elijah. Hither he is pur- 
suing (some other line of investigation) or 
peradven he is asleep and needeth to be 
awaked. Anyhow, he does not hit the mark 
nor tumble to the fact. He does not read the 
premonitory signs of blizzards or tornadoes 
po a degree of accuracy worth mentioning as 
of value to the men who pay for the Service, 
though he is able to present wonderful trac- 
ings in after years, enabling the then student 
of meteorology to watch on paper the course 
of the storm of several months previously, 
and admire the intellectual dexterity displayed 
in accounting for the phenomena. 

It is suggested by Electrical Enterprise -that 
perhaps better results might be attained if 
there were a little less nationalism in the 
methods of the bureau. An official giving a 
five-minutes study to a weather map in Wash- 
ington and another half-minute to dashing 
off a probability dispatch (as has recently 
been boasted) can hardly be expected to take 
into the range of his mental vision all the 
complications and combinations of isobars and 
isotherms, wind direction, humidity, etc., that 
make up the total of condition in a large part 
of the United States, and that must be 
understood as a whole in order to success- 
fully predict the weatlier for some particular 


‘area. Frequently the local observer could do 


much better, but he is not supposed to know, 
‘or not allowed to tell, the rules of the service 


- providing that no man shall enact the rdle of 
@ prophet in his own domain. Possibly the 


local observers would often “make a mess of 
it” if invited totey their hands at the work, 
which requires something more than the low 
grade of ability needed for reading the instru- 
ments and recording the figures. But at least 
they should be encouraged to compare the 
facts within their reach, and telegraph to 
headquarters whenever they think there 
is reason to apprehend one of those ele- 
mental outbreaks which experience shows the 
foiks at Washington are unable to foretell. 
Such anew arrangement could scarcely be 
productive of less satisfactory resuits than the 
old one, which is a standing disgrace to the 
service, When the department shows itself 
persistently incapable of ‘ predicting the big 
storm movements the ordinary layman, who 
is not up in the mysteries of the dew point and 
the steepness of barometric gradients cannot 
be severely blamed if he has doubts as to 
whether the Weather Bureau is worth a quar- 
ter of what it costs the country each year to 


keep it up. 


WHY MEN ARE SLOW TO TAKE IN NEW 
IDEAS. 7 

The latest number of the Forum contains 
an article by Henry Maudsley discussing the 
operations of the human mind as dependent 
upon the bodily organization of the individ- 
ual or his surroundings, The writer considers 
that every immediate perception or apprehen- 
sion, instant and instinctive as it may appear 
to be, ig just as much an inference as is any 
act of judgment that we perform deliberately, 
and it seems to be intuitive only by dint of 
much-repetition through life. In like manner 
a simple act of reason, by which the con- 
clusion from a given premise follows in 
every soundly constituted mind, is just as 
necessary: a reflex act or effect as 
is sucking by an infant when the nipple is 
placed between its lips. Both are automatic, 
though some may argue that consciousness 
makes a vast difference, and that its presence 
raises the functions into another and higher 
order of events. The truth is we are the useful 
‘machines, we ere in the work of life only be- 
cause the great majority of our ordinary acts 
and judgments have been rendered automatic 
and unconscious. The instinctive liar and 
thief or the born poet is so because the fit 
nervous structure has been inflered intd his sys- 
tem by a sort of prevenient grace, as the wasp 
stings because perfecting practice through 
the ages has been embodied into his mechan- 
ism, and he performs the.act instinctively. 
Virtue itself is not safely lodged until it has 
become a habit and its exercise a pleasure. So 
long as it is conscious itis not ingramed in 
character, and the more conscious it is the 
more dubious itis. Most minds show some 
special proclivities or aptitudes, and some ex- 
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haps) endowed with them by a fixed mental 


habit of ancestors, Where these do not exist 
then a mind may be molded to almost any 
pattern of thought and feeling that is wished, 
provided that exclusive training be begun 
enough.

D appear to beings of a simpler and rader 
stru¢ture. Consequently it multiplies the chances 
of their suffering from matrimonial incompati- 
bility. and it reduces the number of those fitted 
to be their mates to alimit so narrow that happy 
martiages are well- impossible for them. 
All of this is esthetieal and rhapsodical bosh. 
The writer’s argument falis to the ground be- 
cause the culture of which he speaks is not 
fourid in the society of which he speaks, and 
becguse matrimony'is not irksome in that so- 
ciety, where culture, and intelligence exist in 
a healthy sense.. Itiis not true that déveloped 
intelligence and increased knowledge in 
science, literature, and philosophy, which is 


| culture, Aave the effect to destroy matrimo- 


nialihappiness. This is an assumption and an 
erroneous one. The people who are afflicted 
with the ideas about marriage which this 
writer discusses aré the idle people, and so- 
ciety is full of them—that is, the limited por- 
tion’of the people designated as “society.” 
Theyare the people who, having plenty of 
money, have neither the inclination nor the 
necessity to labor, and the Devil always finds 
plenty of mischief for such people to indulge 
In. , 

‘To people of this class not only matrimony 
but everything else in lifeis irksome. They 
are irksome to themselves arid irksome to 
each other, for like the drones they are com- 
pelled to associate with each other. The bees 
are ‘too busy to have anything to do with 
them. They dre governing, storing, and run- 
ning the hive. They tolerate the drones until) 
they get- too much in the way and then 
they: chuck them out; But life is not irksome 
to these drones on account of culture, On the 
contyary it is irksome to them for. the lack of 
culture. This is where the review writer 
makes his mistake.’ The fatal defect in the 
Iives of these people is the want of occupa- 
tion. They dawdle away their time at hotels, 
clubs, and fashionable watering places, They 
wander from city to city and from country to 
country seeking personal pleasure and amuse- 
ment with which to kill time. They seek to 
gratify the sensuous, not the intellectual, side 
of their natures, and with such people the 
sensual is not far off. The partition between 
the sensuous and gensual is a slight one. They 
are consumed with ennui. They wear out 
amusements fast, for the capacity for enjoy- 
nent decreases with its use, hence their en- 
tertainments must be highly spiced to be 


| palatable, and they rush into betting, gam- 


bling, horse-racing, drinking, and gormandiz- 
ing, if not-into worse vices. They-wear out 
the family. tie faster than anything else, as it 
is an’ incumbrance in the way of sensuous en- 
joymient. They tire, of their wives, and they 
tire of their husbands, and both tire of their 
children, and their children tire of them, and 
thus matrimony naturally becomes irksome to 
thdfq whose lives are spent entirely in search 
of pleasure. But to say that these people, the 
McAllister class, are the representatives of 
culture or that culture has anything to do with 
their matrimonial sentiments is false. They 
are dudes and dudines. They are not robust 
either in mind or in character. They are not 
in the secrets of life, past or future. They 
know only the present in its most superficial 
sense, They have no knowledge of what the 
world about them is made. They have no in- 
terest in the science of government, of life, or 
of soviety. They have no knowledge in social 
have no acquaintance with science or litera- 


ture. They have not even the health and phy- 


sique necessary to matrimonial contentment, 
for their very pleasures are of the enervating

kind. Their accomplishments are limited to

But theory and practice seem to be several 
miles asunder in great cities in this country. 
There is no man in charge of Chicago affairs 
working as zealously for the municipal inter- 
ests as Mr/ Gage, the banker, for example, 
does for those of his associates. There are 


no city employés who show any signs of tak- | 
ing particular interest in their work. And, | 
stranger still, the stockholders (taxpayers), | 


seem to take but languid interest as to what 
becomes of the money which they pay over 
from time to time to help run the corporation, 
and which is professedly to be expended for 


their benefit. Some of them have not 


even energy enough to grumble at the pre- 
vailing mismanagement. The streets are 
dirty, their drinking water may be polluted, 
the. atmosphere they breathe defiled with soot, 
and yet, although they have paid pretty liber- 


“ally to have these things attended to, they 


rarely make a fuss about it when they are not. 

It is not surprising that efficient heads of 
cities should be rare. Men of ability find a 
more profitable field for their energies else- 
where.. Their own business will pay them 
better, so they think, and there is little fear 
that they will be relieved from the control of 
it on account of their politics at the end of 
two years, because they have done their duty. 
A chief executive who is loyal to his trust, who 
fights those bent on cheating the city. who is 
not extravagant with the money of others, and 
who insists that subordinates shall give for 
fair pay a fair day’s work always becomes un- 
popular before his term ends, and as those in 
whose behalf he labored never sustain him he 
is forced back into private life. 

Whoever. knows anything knows that the 
men émployed by a city are as a rule much 
inferior to those who are hired by private 
concerns, and that they generally get twice 
the pay. ‘he poorest, cheapest, commonest 
work done for a city commands wages. which 
elsewhere only first-class work is entitled to. 
Why should a municipality employ and pay 
high wages to men whom. a railway superin- 
tendent would not look at? Because, owing to 
their political pull, the inefficient, the lazy, 
the shiftiess, the bummers, and toughs swoop 
down on and take possession of the City-Hall. 
They force their way into places for which 


they. are unfit, ‘and, having. secured them f 
through their party pull, they generally man-} 


age to hold them, and from time to time toget 
their pay increased and their work decreased 
by subdivision, after which they do less work 
than before and get more for it. | . 


It miay be asked how this class Of ‘unfit per | Wa™med the: 
sons manage to force themselves. into office. |! 
How do men who fail in every other walk of | 


life get into office, and why are they consid- 
ered good enough to handle municipal affairs? 
How do they manage to secure such large pay 
for such poor work? One answer is they push 
and hustle to get into office and their acquaint- 
anees indorse them to get rid of them or 
to avoid offending them, and once in they de- 
vote their time, opportunities, and energies in 
plotting and scheming with Aldermen to re- 
main in and to secure larger salaries and more 
assistants to do their work. Meantime the 


taxpayers, engrossed in their personal affairs, | 


are indifferent and don’t interpose vigorous 


| objections. Time-serving Mayors fail to veto 


these extravagances, and so the municipal ex- 
penses increase without any correspondimg 
benefit, and the taxeater’s cry is always for 
more pay and less work. 

Occasionally a faint protest is heard from 
some taxpayer, and he asks if there is no rem- 
edy. Then the officeholders say in chorus: 
** There is, indeed. The trouble is you do not 
“give us money enough, You have tied us 
“down with limitations, We cannot impose 


“high enough taxes. We cannot borrow } 


“ money and issue more bonds. We cannot 
“* increase the assessments. Repeal your hate- 
“ ful limitations and restrictions, Let us col- 
“lect twenty millions a year instead of eight. 
** Leg us borrow fifty millions more, and every- 
“thing will be lovely.””. When such a pre- 
scription as that is offered to the taxpayer he 
generally concludes that the ig worse 
than the discase and shuts/up.

DECISION OF JUDGE ANTHONY. 


Real Estate Men Not Pleased with His 
Observations. : 

The decision of Judge Anthony in the case 
of Charlies A. Seymour versus S. H. Robbins 
has caused an unusual amount of comment 
among real estate brokers. Some difference 
of opinion has been discovered in regard to 
the merits of the case, but: the general idea 
prevails that Mr. Seymour had good cause for 
action for commission fees. 

It is not the merits of the case entirely nor 
the amount of the commission involved that 
excites comment among the real estate men. 
They object to the construction of Judge An- 
thony that a contract for commissions must 
be in writing and to the strictures made in re- 
gard to real estate brokers as a class. 

The followmg ex from the decision 
rendered by the Judge Called down the indig- 
nation of the members of the Real:Estate 
Board: : 

As a fact, it is getting so that in this city, so far 
as my experience and observation goes, that it i 
rather dangerous for Che Rewmeretoe of a piece o 
ponperty to have any with these gentlemen, 


ese real-estate brokers. If he talk with them 
a all they they are entitled to commis- 

ons. 

The feeling among brokers is that Judge 
Anthony chose an unfortunate place and case 
in which to deliver any statement of dissatis- 
faction with the real-estate fraternity of Chi- 
cago. 

"The decision might have been good law, 
but it was poor deduction,” said a prominent 
broker some days ago, ‘* Mr. Seymour’s case 
was as nearly perfect as possible. No links in 
the chain of evidence leading up to the sale 
were missing. He found the customer for the 

roperty had been in negotiation with 

im six weeks before the sale was consum- 
mated. He received the property from the 
representative of the Robbins estate, who 
made provision for his commussion fees. He 
made known his customer to James A. Blood, 
representing the Robbins estate, by letter. He 
brought the property before his customer’s 
notice ind far ished him a diagram of the 
same. All this 1s admitted by the defendants 
and in face of this the finding isfor the de- 
fendant. A real-estate man’s stock in trade is 
his knowledge of property and customers. In 
case Judge Anthony’s decision is sustained 
this is practically valueless.”’ 

Mr. Seymour’s intentiun at present is to 
carry the case into the higher courts. In case 
this is done the outcome will be watched care- 
fully by the real-estate men all over the coun-
